Postal Matters. 



Scarcely n steamur arrives at this pntt 
from San Frattcisco wiibout giving occusion 
for any amount of fault finding with the way 

" in which the iransmission of mail matter is 
regulated in this Colony. Nor du we think 
that such complaints are wiihuiil foundation. 
Notwithslandint; the fact tliat lettors are con- 

,• tinunlly orrivinK i" San Franuisco ovfirland, 
as well as by tho Paimmn steamers, we hiive 
often to wail some three weeks beforu we 

■ can have them brought here, unles.q we man- 
»ge. to ^bave them forwarded by express. 

|.»^!iPpr .iM|aop(B<tlie Qbltlan Age,' from Panama, 
"'•'SrnTelS Bt 'San Fran on 'Ootoifer'Mth, 

the day before the sailing of the steamer 
J Pacifiu for this port, and brought about 127 

packoges of mail matter, eontaininij the Xow 
• York ntail of Ojtobor 1st, yet we have not 

leceived either papers or letters from the 

■ Eastern States by our last steamer. They 
Btill remain in tbe olTice at San Francisto, 
and will remain there till the sailing of our 
next msil steamer, or perhaps longer. VVhnn 
we considor what a number of interests are 

. involved in the safe and rapid transmission 
of our letters, and what losses and misfor- 
j tunes often result from Ihera being destroyed 
or delayed, it becomes a question how such 
a stale of things is allowed to e.vist. The 
Government have undertaken the monopoly 
.: ,.of mail carrying ,Mhey hav.e t^ea tt^oat.of 
thei'han'da' aiSpwell for the 
■Bf^tjr-'bPpiiblic ''propei;ty/M"from tbe idea 
that' it' oolfld'^Be'' m1inalgVd*5m^^^^^^ for 
the public convenience than by private en- 
terpriffo. Such being the case, are they not 
bound to make every exertion to leave no 
"' room for complaint ! If they require people 
to pay them a certain rate of postage ou 
•very letter and newspaper they carry ; if, 
in addition to this, every year the Legislature 
' are asked for a grant of several hundred 
ponndg to sustain the postal department, 
flbouUi there not bo something to show for 
it? What is the Government for if not to 
look aftsr Cu/ h.coreiii ? li is not constilul- 
" t(\ merely to give a number of individuals 
good salaries for doing nothing. No. Our 
f postal department should be equal to that 
ot any other civilized country, aa far as our 
meana and good management m^^^ 
to make it sbv"?!! >the fanlt of the non-trnns- 
. .:miaBion'of our- mails from the east bo in the 
'' ' Am^ridan'''depdrtiiicnt,' surely it could ba 
lemedied if a fair representation of the facts 
^' wuris made to the proper quarter. As mat- 
l'- IMS are now, the consequences are that every 
thing must be sent through the eipresj to en- 
** sure its arrival in anything like a proper time. 
"Tbiifop^^bu given rise tountoundcd suspicions 
ot'Express' Comjpanies csertiug their inSu- 
*''^enceto prevent tbe tran?irii83ioD''or mail mat- 
ter as it ought to be. Wherever the blame 
may rest, it is the duty of the Eiccutivo to 
' 'set tbe matter right. There arc other matters 
connected with this subject that requite look- 
■7i<3lag'> alter. ' If the Government claims the 
Postal .monopoly why, we ask, does it not 
lookto colleciiLiu of il3 dues. Why are Kx- 
pres Companies allowed to bring letters into 
the colony nithoat payiug colonial postage 1 
A postal charge is made on outward letters 
wntjby tjbemj what ^reasoji^ia; there in cor 
omitting to iusist npon its being paid upon 
^ letters coming inward? Consistency is a jewel 
and whatever may be urged for one course, 
may be equally applied to the other. And so 
with resjard to questions ol reciprocity, of 
pre-paymeot. The American Postmaster at 
San Francisco iimists upon the pre-pay men t 
of letters aud papers posteil ib .this colony for 
that place ; by this means . the American 
revenue is no loser, whether tbe letters or other 
matter be called for or not. It is well known 
that a large q jaulity of unpaid letters from 
San Fraucisco remain in our oflice without 
any likelihood of their ever being called for, 
and thus the colony is deprived of the revenue 
which ought to have beeu derived from tliein. 
If it were insisted upon us a rule by our post- 
al anthoritiea that nothing from below should 
be repeiyed unless prepaid, the matter would 
be remedied and a. considerable sum added to 
the Kinds derived from the ofBce. 

But we must have a complete revolution in 
our postal system bciore we can expect any 
good results from its ndtniuistration. If our 
I.«gi8lalive Assembly are to be called upon 
every year to make a grant to defray the cx- 
peneea of the department, they should insist 
on having some iuformation as to how the in- 
stitution is carried on. and with what success. 
Regular quarterly or half-yearly rcjjorts should 
be made by tbe Postmaster, as to the working 
and requirements, as to this reVenuo and various 
••'fotber matters connected with the olTicc, thus 
^.l^'siffording data for legislation and reform whore 
•needed. As it is now, the public are com- 
pletely in the dark. One of the most; import- 
ant institutions connected with the Govern- 
ment seems to bo carried on as though there 
'vore t:o public to account to, or who had a 
right to know anything whatever about it. 
But what else can wc expect from the anti-. 
qnated policy tba<ti,jbu ao long hung over this 
Colony liUe a vfiuge .'Dightroare 7, . Wo trust 
ere long to see^an awakening that will sbalte 
off tbe incuba8,^an4 bold forth better^ hopes 
for the fawr£t_^^__^^ 

Looking over the Report of the Oommittoc 
appointed by tbe City Council to define the 
dbtia of tbe Assessor, which was adopted by 
the Council, there are one or two matters 
which we think will require some alteration, as 
it will bo found when the Assessor comes to 
act in accordance with his instructions. It is 
of the. highest importance that tlio assessment 
should be properly made, not only as regards 
the interests of the city as a municipally, but 
iu justice to ibc rights ot each iudividnai liable 
to aii8«Bsroent. Such being tbe coso, every 
facility sbonld be afforded the Assessor to per- 
form bis duty projierly. Ample time should 
be given to do all that is recjuired. So one 
can doubt but that the po/iod within which be 
roust complete bis assessmcDt and prepare his 
..Roll is eutirtly toii Ehort, more especially as 
.the dotiea of tbo AHStiisor should always be 
perlormed by him in peraoo. According to

'I'he piisscngers, however, 
quietly but lirniiy informed him that should no 
slcamer arrive lhat iiighl they would take tlic 
barge next morning and slarl lor Ne'.v ^Vest- 
miiistur.
